It ie in this cry of the heart weary, dcialy 
wronged Katusha Maslova that the keynote 
of the tragedy of Tolstoi’s “ Resurrection ” 
is sounded. It is a tragedy as old almost as 
is humanity itself, but a tragedy that never 
fails to lay the oppressive weight of intense 
seriousness on the thoughtful, and it places 
the finger of temporary silence on the lips of 
even the careless. 

It is the tragedy of man’s inhumanity to 
woman—the theme that is old, yet ever new; 
discussed, yet never exhausted. Many an- 
thors have made it the basis of their works, 
and the great Russian has used it with Aeting 
power in his well known novel. 

The audience that crowded McVicker’s last 
evening until even breathing space seemed 
unobtainable, watched the play made from 
the novel, ‘and the powerfulness, the terrible- 
ness of the tragedy made itself felt. It was 
not an evening of joyousness, there was lit- 
tle of entertainment or of amusement in the 
commonly accepted meaning of those words, 
but it was an evening that produced on the 
minds of those present an impression so clear 


-cut, go deep, and so enduring that the fall of 


the final curtain did not suffice to dispel! it. 

People went away thoughtful, and that con- 
dition is so rarely met with nowadays in the 
world where every theatrical entertainment 
is regarded as a “ show,” that it is worthy of 
note and also cause for something akin to 
gratitude. 


Chicago has been offered two different | 


versions of ‘‘ Resurrection" since the time 
last season when the original production in 
New York met with such marked success. 
But neither of these earlier versions proved 
to be more than a hurriedly made melo- 
drama, fashioned by toughly joining together 
the most striking incidents in the Tolstoi 
novel. The version which was used in New 
York and which had its first Chicago hear- 
ing last evening has been made with care, 
skill, and a reverent appreciation of the nov- 
elist’s meaning and desires. It could, if han- 
dled with less of understanding than it was 
by the players last evening, produce the im- 
pression of being essentially melodramatic, 
but treated as it was it took on in its better

Certain national banks are-reducing their 
circulation because the government bonds 
deposited to secure it have advanced in 
price and money can be made by withdraw- 
tug and selling them.

“After all, that is the 
more valuable accomplishment of the two 
for the man who wishes to be a leader in a 
legislative body. 

One advantage which the man who writes 
his speech has is that he can verify his quo- 
tations and dates. If Congressman Cannon 
had written the one he made on Saturday | 
he would not have said “ it was a beautiful 
sentiment the Master expressed when he 
said ‘let not him boast that putteth on, but 
he that putteth off the harness.’” That 
was not said by the Master but by Ahab, 
king of Israel. No doubt Mr. Cannon's 
parents made him read the bible diligently 
when he was a boy, but a chairman of the 
committee on appropriations is too busy a 
man to continue steadily the studies of his 
youth. It is not entirely safe for a man in 
public life to make a bible quotation off- 
hand, and yet, if he does make a slip, there 
may. be nobody in the audiencegto note it. 
Probably there are few of the members of 
the. Hamilton club who are thoroughly in- 
formed about the history of Ahab and the 
wise and foolish things he said and did. 


“THE JAPANISATION OF CHINA.” 

Under this title Mr. George Lynch, the 
well known English war correspondent, 
contributes an interesting essay to the Nine- 
teenth Century for August, He believes 
that the Japanese are consciously aspiring 
to the hegemony of the yellow peoples, and, 
furthermore, that this aspiration may be 
realized. 

- The Japanese desire to swakes and direct 
China is backed by many natural advan- 
tages. The two peoples have the same 
written language; they belong to the same 
race; their physical résemblance is so 
marked that the 2,000 Chinese students at 
| the University of Tokio, being dressed in 
'the Japanese costume, may not be distin- 
guished from the natives of that capital, 
The Japanese borrowed their civilization, 
art, and religion from China when that 
empire was still the richest and most pow- 
erful on the globe. Furthermore, Japan, 
better than any other nation, understands 
how to manage the Chinese, an understand- 
ing possessed because of the similitude in 
the moral and mental attributes of the two 
peoples, After the capture of Pekin by 
the allies in 1900 the city was apportioned 
for government among the different invad- 
ers. . The Americans, British, Russians, 
Germans, French, and Japanese each had 
a section wherein to keep order. It was no- 
ticed that the natives who had fled in terror 
during the street fighting began to emerge 
from hiding after order was restored. They 
all preferred. to go into the Japanese quar- 
ter, for the Japanese did not impose upon 
them unnecessary restrictions. The Jap- 
anese quarter was soon crowded and busy, 
and became the market place for the entire 
city, while the other districts remained half 
vacant and idle. A conclusive demonstra- 
tion, argues Mr, Lynch, that the Japanese 
best understand the Chinese. 

‘There is being established at Pekin the 
“Imperial university.” The title was, 
wisely enough, chosen by the mikado, who 
knows how to regard the susceptibilities of 
his neighbors. But the faculty is composed 
| exclusively of Japanese professors, who 
are subsidized from their home treasury 


and whose function it is to awake the youth 
of the mainland to modernity and to the 
possible and probable advantages of friend- 
ship between the two oriental empires.

The British standard size 
bales were too heavy for the donkeys, and 
interior trade in this staple, therefore, lan- 
guished. But the Japanese conceived the 
idea of making small bales especially for 
donkeys” backs, and so have not only built 
up a new trade but have taken most of the 
old trade from the English. : 

Another line of the mikado’s advance is 
military. Until 1900 the foreign instructors 
of Chinese troops were German and Eng- 
lish, with a few French. Since that date 
all the instructors have become Japanese. 
The European instructors had not been 
particularly ‘efficient. They worked only 
for pay and could not escape from the idea 
that they might be arming future enemies 
of their own countries. With the Japanese 
it is altogether different. They have the 
deep lying feeling of possible friendship. 
Every man they drill is a potential ally. 
“ He is a possible help to the great dam they 
would throw across eastern Asia against the 
advance of Russia.” 

“Whether Japanese efforts to awike ia 
empower China will be successful the event 
alone will determine. Meanuwhije, in the 
forecasting of far eastern events, it might 
be wel] to consider China as a factor not 
wholly negligible. 


TRADE UNION SELF- HELP. 

Trade unions have benevolent as well as 
militant features.

They also save their 
members from destitution.

‘ IR HENRY BLAKE, ‘who has “just 


~ of Hongkong to that of Cey- 
ont we which is worth about $60,000 a 
year in emoluments, is the owner 
of Sir Walter Raleigh's house at You- 
ghal, County Cork, in the gardens of 
which Queen Elizabeth’s gallant cavalier 
ted the first potato ever grown in Ire- 
na. and which had been brought from this 
country. It was at Youghal, too, that Spen- 
ser, the famous poet laureate of Queen 
Blizabeth, and of * Faery Queen ™ celebrity, 
was married, the wedding breakfast being 
given. by his friend, Sir Walter Raleigh, 
with whom he often staid there. 

Sir Henry commenced life as a cadet. in 
the Royal Irish constabulary, and while oc- 
cupying a subordinate position in that corps 
married a Miss Irwin, by whom he had a 
gon, who has been a source of considerable 
trouble to . She died four years later, 
and in 1874 Blake, who was @ good looking 
man of 34 at the time, managed to win the 
heart and hand of Miss Edith Osborne, 
Gaughtér of Bernal Osborne, M. P., who 
will remain on record as one of the most 
‘noted and caustic wits of the Victorian reign. 
Osborne, whose daughter had married the 
duke of St. Albans, was so horrified by what 
he was pleased to regard as his daughter's 
mesalliance with a mete police officer—al- | 


though the latter was a grandson of Peter | 


Biake of Corbally castie, Galway, and a 
member of that Blake family of which Lord 
Waliscourt is the head—that he disowned 
and disinherited her, bequeathing his entire 
fortune to his other oe the duchess. 


Fortunately the wie. sisters were deeply | 


attached to each other, and the duchess, 
disregardt her father’s wishes, insisted 
on sharing her inheritance with Mrs. Blake, 
and, more than that, caused her husband to 
use his influence as a duke and as a great 
territorial magnate. to secure for Henry 
Blake first of all promotion from a police 
inspectorship. to a police magistracy, and 
then to.a colonial governorship. Blake has 
been in turn governor of the Bahamas, of 
Newfoundland, of Jamaica, and of Hong- 
kong, and was also gazetted some years back 
to the at that time lucrative governorship 
of Victoria, in A lia, Unfortunately, 
however, his son by his first marriage had 
established his residence In that colony, 
where he was unfavorably known, and this 
circumstance, together with Henry Blake's 
authorship of a work entitled “ Terrence 
Magrath,’ ridiculing the Irish nationalists, 
caused such a storm of disapproval in Aus- 
tralia, when he was nominated governor of

Sir Henry—for he is today a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, and a member of the smartest Lon- 
don clubs—is a warm friend of this country, 
and, as governor of Hongkohg at the time of 
the Spanish-American war, when Admiral 
Dewey sailed from that port to win his great 
naval victory at Manila, found many and 
useful means of manifesting his good will 
towards the United States, stretching to the 
utmost Hmit obligations imposed upon 
Lim by the laws of neutrality. Moreover, 
Youghal, his country place in County Cork, 
is as the birthplace and home of the great 
Sir Walker Raleigh, who founded the British 
colony of Virginia, the bourne of many an 
American pilgrimage.

All Hardwoods Active. . 

In discussing the situation in lumber the 
American Lumberman 

“ Apparently ‘there is no abatemen 
demand for all the leading hardwoods 
ers who go south and north among the milis 
are just as zealous in picking up luniber as 
they were months ago. Wherever there is a 
bunch for sale it is snatched up without de- 
lay. In the south the early season was so 
wet that getting logs was impossibie a large 
part of the time, and difficult nearly all the 
time, so that there has not been near! 
mal season's output. . 

-“ At the same time the demand from manu- 

facturers of finished product of all sorts, 
from the builders, furniture factories, car 
shops, and railroads, has taken all the oak, 
ash, cottonwood, birch, basswood, poplar, 
. elm, and maple that could be produced. The 
stress ‘has been particularly strong on oak, 
prices having vaulted upward and remain 
unbroken all along «the line, because there 
are no accumulations and 
among sellers. 

“ How long this will continue depends on 
future conditions at the mills and in the 
woods, and on the rate of demand. At pres- 
ent there are no conditions that point to a 
larger supply in proportion to the demand or 
softer prices. The moderate demand for 
northern pine from the corn sections of IIli- 
nois and Indiana is attributed to the doubt 
which still exists as to the outcome of the 


crop.” 


Weather Affects Coal Trade. 

“Indian summer the last week in most 
western territory,’’ says the Black Diamond, 
“has resulted in a comparatively quiet de- 
mand for fuel, especially that required for 
domestic consumption. In the face of this 
quietness there has been comparatively little 
change in price conditions, with possibly the 
exception of western bituminous coal, which 
continues to gain in firmness. Anthracite 
coal is holding steady and demand is more 
or less dull in the movement from the large 
shipping companies to retailers. 
movement from retailers to consumers there 
is a more active demand and the tonnage 
involved is increasing, many householders 
who have returned from their summer vaca- 
tions having placed their orders the present 
week, while orders for small lots have been 
placed mpre freely by the transient trade in 
order that there may be. supplies on hand
